Washington. Jan. 21.— The body 
of Lester Bryant, the Kentucky 
champion corn grower, who died 
yesterday from the effects of gas, 
was taken in charge by officials of 
Department of Agriculturr, who 
are greatly distressed over the af- 
fair. 

It will be sent to Kentucky for 
burial. Bryant, who was 15 years, 
old, was found dead on the floor of 
his room at 301 Delaware Avenue, 
death evidently resulting from es- 
caping gas. The ordor of gas was 
detected by others in the bouse and 
and was traced to the room pccupied 
by Bryant. 

When the door was broken down 
he was found on the floor, where, 
the poliee believe, he had fallen 
while trying to get out of the room. 
It is thought, Bryant, on retiring at 
nigh, may have blown out the gas 
instead of turning it off. 

Bryant came to Washington Sun- 
day from Rockfield, Ky. 

From a button in the lapel of his 
coat it waB ascertained that he was 
a member of the BoyB' Corn Club, 
• which is spending a week in Wash- 
ington. He was one of the prize 
winner* ip the corn growl 
conducted by the Uepart 
Agriculture. 

He was accompanied to Louisville 
by his father, W. E. Bryant. A 
Louisville man had given the prize 
in a desire to promote the agricul 
tural welfare of the state. 

Bryant had received $300in pn fits 
and prizes. He had succeeded in 
producing 149 bushels of corn to one 
acre at a profit of $70 33. In addi- 
tion to the trip to Washington, he 
had been given oih r prizes.

In 
the meantime some French army oftY 
cera, w ho certainly oannot be accused 
of lack of originality, bave been con 
ducting experiments with a view to 
proving that eaglet can be trained to 
destroy air fleet-. 

The Idea was first suggested to 
them by the tragic death of the late 
Oalbralth Rogers, a very brilliant avia- 
tor, who ts said to have met his death 
because a seagull accidentally flew 
against him and disturbed his control 
of his machine; and It has been sub 
aaquenUy proved that a very slight In- 
Jury to the driver of an aeroplane will 
destroy hla equilibrium and send him 
toppling to the earth. 

See Possibilities In Eagle. 

If, argued the French officers, a 
modest-si zed bird like a seagull could 
wreck an aviator, what would an eagle 
which la powerful enough to carry off 
a sheep or child, do? The conse- 
quence waa that the French aviation 
officers stationed at Nice, whlcb. Is 
within a few miles of the Alpine 
homo of the Swiss eagle — recognised 
as one of the most powerful birds— 
:o wer.fr to train six eagles to at 
tack aeroplanes? 

Machines resembling aeroplanes In 
shape, but supported by balloons, to 
which were attached plecea of meat 
were sent up and the eagles let loose 
With fierce cries and flapping of their 
wings they attacked the aeroplane and 
tore the meat from them. In their 
eagerness they fight one another, and 
the aeroplane la sometimes turned up 
side down In their struggles. It Is 
lnconcevable that any men In an aero- 
plane, even If there were three or four 
of them, could retain control of their 
machine In face of such an attack 
One after another the eagles attack 
all the aeroplane balloons unUl they 
are wrecked, and their trainers feel 
certain that they will now attack aero- 
planes with men' In them with th« 
same ferocity. 

Formidable Foe In Air. 

In Its natural realm, the upper air, 
an eagle will be capable of upsetting 
any flying machine. It can flght with 
beak, clawa and wings at once, and 
can swoop down on the aviator from 
above or attack him from any direc- 
tion. 

How will the aviators meet the at- 
tacks of the eagles? They will, of 
course, carry firearms of some kind — 
revolvers or short repeating rifles. To 
shoot a bird In the air la, however, 
notoriously difficult, but to shoot half 
a dozen of them while they are claw- 
ing at you and you are seated In a 
trembling areoplane Is well-nigh ar 
Impossibility. 



India'a Demand for Gold. 

The important effect of India pros- 
perity on ttfe demand for the precious 
metala 1b well known. The remark- 
able feature of the present year Is that 
the Indian demand, which has been 
very large, has run rathur to gold than 
to silver. For the ten months to Oc- 
tober 31 India has taken from London 
a total of £10,947.463 in gold, an un 
precedented amount, while the total 
value of its silver purchases has been 
£8.950,600. or about £2.000,000 less 
than the gold. The silver takings 
have not fallen off, but are greater 
than for several years paat. The ap- 
proximate quantities represented by 
these values are 2,816.100 ounces gold 
and 77,270.500 ounces of Bllver, being, 
respectively, about 15 per cent, and 
35 per cent of the world's production. 
The important question la what effect 
the growing demand for gold may have 
on future takings of silver, and con- 
sequently on the future price. An Im- 
portant point is that the gold and sil- 
ver taken by India is nearly all ab- 
sorbed, little being exported.— Engl 
neerlng and Mining Journal.

Would Be Put In Simultaneous 
Motion When In Tim* of P*rll 
the Kalaer Order*. 

Mobilization! Red protfamatlnn* 
appear at every street corner, post- 
office, railway station and crossroads 
throughout Oermnny. The telegraph 
carries the word to distant corner* 
of the empire. Messengers afoot, on 
bicycles and in motor can dash 
through the street*. Couriers gallop 
along country road*. The wheels of 
factories and mill* atop with a jerk. 
Every Industry and peaceful rocatloa 
la affected. 

Roll* of drums, the clarion note* of 
bugles and waving flags; cheers min- 
gling with weeping and sobbing from 
almost every home, as a nation's 
mothers, wives and children bid faro- 
well to husbands, son* and brothers. 

A forest of bayonets begins to move 
Endless lines of cannon and munition 
umble along. That the sol- 
be strong, sentiment Is ruth- 
lessly crashed. That the sight of 
weeping loved ones whom he may 
never see again shall not dishearten 
him. a cordon of police surrounda the 
railway station. To the uninitiated 
everything Is confualoiv; only the 
trained one see* the wheels of a vast 
machine that works almost without a 
hitch. 

10 has the 
greatest "thrill" of any word In the 
German or French language. 

Each Knows Where to Go. 

In Germany only the emperor can 

. and by It 
force of 600,000 
men turned Into an army of more than 
four million. Every one of the three 
and a half million "ex-soldiers" is in- 
structed twice yearly as to the day, 
hour and place he must report Imme- 
diately upon learning that "mobilisa- 
tion" haa been ordered. Every owner 
of a motor car, duly registered with 
the military authorities, has order* 
when, where and at what hour he 
must turn It over for military pur- 
pose*, with a full set of extra tire a, 
specified quantity of gasoline, oil and 
repair kit. Every sound horse I* reg- 
istered and subject to call for mili- 
tary purpose* and its owner knows 
where and when he must bring it. 

When Count Von Moltke, the chief 
of the German general staff, nephew 
of the great strategist of 1870, re- 
ceive* from the kaiser through the 
minister of war the order to mobilize 
he opens one of the famous "sealed 
envelopes" in the guarded steel vaulU 
of the general staff headquarters, con- 
taining the mobilization plans for war 
with every nation or alliance. The 
proclamation 1b brief. The calendar 
to exist; everything military 
is dated first, second, third day of 
mobilization. 

Three days to Move a Corps. 
Germany has twenty-six army corps 
In the first line and sixteen in the sec- 
ond and third lines. Each corps con- 
sists of 41,000 men and 14,000 horses. 
In single marching column a corps is 
thirty-five miles long. It takes 125 
railroad trains to move such a divi- 
sion. The military schedule calls for 
a train starting every thirty minutes 
and for forty-eight trains in opposite 
directions every twenty-four hours on 
a double-track line. That is the max- 
imum. Generally it is estimated that 
only forty trains will be run every 
twenty-four hours. It would therefore 
take three days to move an army 
corps upon such a line. The average 
running time, inclusive of stops, call? 
for seventeen miles an hour.

Cremation in Germany. 
Berlin recently opened its first cre- 
matorium. The building is the second 
of its kind in Prussia, and its prede- 
cessor was completed only a couple of 
months ago. As a matter of fact, era- 
matton Is thought to be a question- 
able proceeding by a large part of the 
population, as the regulations as to 
the formalities exacted before permis- 
sion for* cremation clearly testify. In 
Prussia a man may be cremated ouly 
if he states il as his emphatic wish In 
his will, or when be signs a separate 
statement attested by a commissioner 
of oaths The first cremation in the 
Berlin crematorium took place only 
a short time ago, and the occasion 
was taken to point out in the press 
that incineration Is a cheap and be- 
coming ceremony. The fee is $12.50, 
and the cost of a shell for the urn Is 
only $5. which Is much cheaper than 
the rental of a grave in any public 
ce
